During the last fou} 
years it has drawn upon this surplus on an average $30,000 a yéar, in order that iff 
far-reaching missionary work at home and abroad might not be suddenly crippleg 
Now this surplus is exhausted and the Society is in debt. Legacies, formerly §} 
large and constant, have ceased to be a dependable source of income. The presen 
annual contributions from Life Members, Donors, Churches, and Auxiliaries, t¢ 
gether with the income from Trust Funds, are clearly insufficient for the work q 
the Society, and this work should everywhere be enlarged, and nowhere diminishe¢ 


ENLARGED CONTRIBUTIONS. 

What is immediately needed is that all the supporters and friends of the Sodilil 
shall take into prayerful consideration plans to enlarge the annual contributions to if 
treasury. Cannot the offerings in the churches be this year greatly enlarged? Ough 
not this Society to have an offering from every church every year? The circulatio 
of the Bible lies at the foundation of all the work of all the churches. Many churche 
have adopted a self assessment of an amount equal to ten per cent. of their missior 
ary offerings as their share for the Bible Society, the ‘‘plowshare of missions.” 
Can we not have many thousands of new givers, and at least one thousand 
will pledge a hundred dollars a year for a term of years? 
We must have $50,000 advance over last year’s receipts to meet the appropri 
tions already made. The Society’s year ends March 31, 1906. Unless such help i 
received ruinous retrenchment in our benevolent work must immediately follow.

It will be seen that our appeals have not been in 
vain. Receipts from the living during the month of 
‘anuary have, on the whole, decidedly increased. In 
addition to this there is a good increase in the legacy 
column. This makes the total for the first ten months 
between $5,000 and $6,000 better than for the corre- 
sponding period a year ago, gifts from auxiliaries, from 
church collections, and from individuals especially 
having increased. In the legacy column for the ten 
months, as will be seen, there is still a decrease, but 
mot so large a one as previous months have shown. 
‘We thank God and take courage, but beg our friends 
mot to infer hastily that the necessity for vigorous 
and continued effort is past. Rather Jet the signs 
of promise lead us to a more vigorous and coura- 
‘geous effort to reach the close of the year with such 
.a balance on hand that we can begin our work with- 
out the necessity of any further retrenchments. 


| T the January meeting of the Board of Managers, 

on the recommendation of the Distribution 
| Committee, the Board voted that the commit- 
tee should reduce its expenditures in the Foreign Field 
$25,000, in view of the deficit in its receipts. The 
committee has not yet apportioned the ‘‘cut.” It is 
an operation painfully like those operations in which 
the patient’s life is at stake. Some of the fields 
affected are already cut so much that to cut them any 
| is to destroy them. We can only pray that 
the receipts the next two months will permit the 


restoration of the appropriation at least to the usual 
size, but this must depend on the full amount of the 
returns to our appeals. 


S we go to press the eyes of Christendom are 
fastened with anxious solicitude on China. 
The friends and relatives of missionaries in 
this, and no doubt in all countries, have been greatly 
burdened and alarmed at the newspaper telegrams 
which indicate a possible crisis impending. No one 
knows what a day may bring forth,and there have 
been ugly signs of angry feeling. Some things point 
to a concerted movement more or less general in 
character. On the other hand, cablegrams sent to the 
strategic centers where the missionary body may be 
supposed to speak with the greatest intelligence, 
indicate that there is not at present any serious dis- 
quiet. An informal conference of Mission Boards 
through their representatives, together with several 
returned missionaries—in all sixty persons—met in 
the rooms of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions in New York recently and carefully consid- 
ered the whole situation. Such men as Dr. Arthur 
H. Smith, of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, Dr. Hunter Corbet, of the Pres- 
byterian Board, and Dr. Frank D. Gamewell, of the 
Methodist Board, were present, and after much delib- 
eration the conference gave judgment in the following : 
‘‘The conference, while recognizing the gravity of 
the present situation and the possibility of serious _ 
trouble, expresses the conviction that there is not 
as yet extreme reason for apprehension. Communi- 
cations received from many sections of China as a 
rule indicate quiet conditions. An outbreak of the 
nature of the ‘Boxer’ uprising under sanction of the 
government is believed to be quite improbable. 
Local disturbances are possible at all times, and it. 
cannot be denied that anti-foreign sentiment, and 
anti-American feeling in particular, are extending in 
some sections. The missionaries have been charged: 
to exercise all prudence, and it is confidently believed 
that, extraordinary circumstances excepted, they can 
secure protection should danger arise.” 
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NOTABLE event in New York recently was the 
A banquet given in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel to 
Tuan Fong, Viceroy of Fukien and Chi Kiang, 
and Tai Hung-Chi, Secretary of the Treasury, This 
banquet was given in the interest of foreign missions, 
not, of course, out of the funds belonging to the mis- 
sionary boards, but by the members of the boards 
and their friends. Eight hundred men and women 
sat down in the banquet hall, which was decorated 
with the Stars and Stripes and the Yellow Dragon of 
China. It was felt that in view of the strained rela- 
tions between the Chinese in their own country and 
the Americans resident there that such a public testi- 
monial might possible be expected to accomplish no 
small results for the Kingdom of God. 

Chinese officials of high rank are accustomed to im- 
posing ceremonials, and it could hardly fail to pro- 
duce in their minds an impression of the regard in 
which missions and missionaries are held in America 
that they should be entertained by a brilliant com- 
pany of men who adorn the highest civil and social po- 
sitions in the metropolis of the country. 

The Hon. John W, Foster, formerly Secretary of 
State, whose relations with the Chinese Government 
as their counsel at the close of the Chino-Japanese 
War give him great influence, very appropriately acted 
as toastmaster. The Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State of New York, M. Linn Bruce, made a brief 
address of welcome, the meeting having been called 
to order by Mr. Robert C. Ogden. The Rev. Dr. 
Arthur J. Brown, of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions, made the principal address, to which the 
Viceroy responded in terms of great cordiality. Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia University, 
the Rev. Dr. M. H. Hutton, of the Board of the Re- 


formed (Dujgh) Church, Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, 
Morris K. Jesup, and the Rev. Dr. Frank D, Gamewell 
also spoke. 


Such an event is more than a mere social function. 
Actions speak louder than words. Theaimand spirit 
of this assemblage was to proclaim to the world, so 
far as it is in the power of the friends ot foreign mis- 

‘sions, their single, purpose to carry to China the 
justice, kindness, and courtesy which ought to mark 
the intercourse ot Christian nations with all others,

held in prison. This is an injustice difficult to ex- 
plain. We now learn that he has been hustled off 
to his native village in the distant interior of the Turk- 
ish Empire, which he left twenty years ago, and 
where he has absolutely no friends or relatives. The 
excuse which the Turkish Government offers for this 
treatment is that he was born in this place, and under 
the old laws of the empire a man may never move 
from one place to another except under the liability 
of being sent back to his place of birth at the pleasure 
ofthe government. The old feudal idea that a man be- 
longs to the soil appears tocontinue in Turkey. Mean- 
while the village has been completely destroyed by the 
Kurds, partially rebuilt, but offers no possibility of a 
means of livelihood fora man who has been twenty 
years absent and has no friends or acquaintances in 
the place. It is a case not only of injustice but down- 
right cruelty. As the man is well known and has 
always shown himself worthy of implicit confidence, 
it is very difficult to be patient while efforts are being 
made through the British Embassy and the Amer- 
ican Legation to secure some modification of these 
orders.

,rabic Scriptures printed in one year, and to present 

grand total of over one million copies of the Scrip- 
ares and parts of Scriptures printed during the forty- 
our years past; that the whole number of pages of 
\rabic Scriptures, during that period, would amount 
0 819,102,983. 

These figures amaze me when I think of the feeble 
eginnings and the slow progress in the early stages 
f the work, and at the same time fill me with grati- 
ude, so that I can sing praises to him who hath 
yrought wondrous things! This growth has been 
radual and steady, and the openings in North and 
tast Africa have occasioned a large and unexpected 
lemand for Arabic Scriptures, which bids fair to 
row and increase in the future. ‘ 
Years ago, when I was in New York and calling at 


he room of my old college tutor and friend, Dr. 


’. W. Gilman, Secretary of the American Bible So-

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ciety at the Bible House, he said to me, “ Brother 
Jessup, don’t you think we have been rather prema- 
ture in laying out such great expense on the Arabic 
Scriptures? The demand continues small.’ I said 
to him: “The demand will come. It must come. 
Let us have faith. God will open the way.’’ And 
he das opened the way. 

In Syria, in'the month of April, just as the mulberry 
leaves burst forth and begin to develop, the minute 
silk worm eggs (not as large as clover seed), which 
have been lying dormant for a year, begin to hatch 
out. The supply was ready, the leaves were fit for 
food, and then followed the demand, and soon all 
Syrian men, women, and children are busy with teed- 
ing the leaves to tens of millions of voracious silk 
worms. 

The Beirut Press stands committed before the 
Christian world to supply the demand for Arabic 
Scriptures, and in Bible work this Press is the agent 
and servant of the American Bible Society. -Words 
cannot express the gratitude of missionary laborers 
and oriental converts for the work of the American 
Bible Society during the past sixty years, and 
they look to this Society for liberal aid in years to 
come. 

But now we are met with a serious condition. Just 
as our presses are in fine working order—the new oil 
engine of thirty horse: power is running the six presses 
with facility and increasing capacity—and just as 
larger demands for books are coming by almost every 
mail, requiring paper to be ordered six months in 
advance, your Levant Agent, Dr. Bowen, has orders 
from New York to shut down the gates and retrench 
the work. Now, if that order is executed, what will 
it mean? It will mean a suspension, at leasc in part, 
of one of the most important works ever done by the 
American Bible Society ; the discharge of trained 
workmen and women who have for years been con- 
nected with this Press, and who, if left long without 
work, would emigrate to Egypt or Ame ica, and it 
would be difficult ever to fill their place.” And even 
if the work were resumed after a year, it would then © 
have to wait six months for a supply of paper from 
Europe; it would mean embarrassment to the mis- 
sionary work in all this part of the world. 

We cannot depend, as you are aware, upon profits 
from sales, as all our Arabic Scriptures are printed 
for the American Bible Society at cost. We must 
depend upon special contributions to the American — 
Bible Society for this work. And we earnestly appeal 
to the Christian public in the United States, of all 
churches and denominations who co-operate in the 
Bible Society’s work, to come to our aid. 

We have been saying to Syria, Palestine, Egypt | 
and Arabia, Tunis and Algiers, Mesopotamia and 
Bussorah—call and we will answer ; ask for Scriptures 
and we will supply them! And now are we to say to 
these missionaries : You will have to wait Tell the 
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Moslems, just beginning to ask for God’s Word, that 
they cannot have it—that the great Church of Amer- 
ica has too much to do to think of 60,000,000 of 
Arabic-speaking people and 140,000,000 more of Mos- 
lems whose Koran is in Arabic. 

The question is a simple one. We need about 
$9,000 this year to keep up Bible work and manu- 
facture to an extent sufficient for the demand. 

Will the Christian Church give it? Shall foreign 
missionaries from England, Scotland, Ireland, Ger- 
many, Holland, Switzerland, and Scandanavia, who 
have depended upon us for their Arabic Scriptures, be 
obliged to write to their home societies that the 
American Bible Press in Beirut, which holds the key 
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to the Arabic Bible, has finally admitted its inability 
to supply their increasing demands upon it? 

We commend to your Board the able annual report 
of Mr. S.G. Freyer,on Bible Society work and its needs. 

We call upon the Bible-loving Church of Christ to 
come to your aid and ours. We read of unexampled 
commercial prosperity at home. Truly the silver and 
gold are the Lord's. Let his ‘servants and stewards 
know the needs of our work, and the present press- 
ing importance of sending the Bible wherever the 
Koran is known and read.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE BRAZIL AGENCY. 


N view of the fact that the American Bible Society 
is about to celebrate the Ninetieth Anniversary of 
its splendid history in the world-wide dissemina- 

tion of the Holy Scriptures, a short historical sketch 
of the Society’s work in Brazil has been prepared. 

It must be borne in mind in the first place that the 
Society’s operations in Brazil cover a period of nearly 
seventy years, though the regular Agency was only es- 
tablished in the year 1876, and consequently embraces 
about thirty years. Previous to 1836 the Society 
had consigned a few copies of the Scriptures to for- 
eign merchants residing on the coast of Brazil, and 
these bad been judiciously distributed.

de Janeiro December 23, 1837, by the Rev. Justin 
Spaulding, in which he says he had already distribu- 
ted all the Bibles and Testaments sent him, and that. 
he was sure the American Bible Society would send 
him more. The writer refers also to letters written 
by Rev. Dr. P. Kidder dated from Rio January 13 
and 29, 1838 in which he reports the sales of Bibles 
in Portuguese and Latin as having greatly increased. 

The author has one paragraph headed 4

Mr. Kidder reports” 
“Copies exposed for sale 
and advertised in the news- 
papers found many _ pur- 
chasers, not only from the 
city but also from the distant 
provinces. At the, mission 
house many copies were dis- 
tributed gratuitously; and on 
several occasions there wa 
what might be called a rus! 
of applicants for the sacred volume. One of thes : 
occurred soon after my arrival. It was known that a 
supply of books had been received, and our house was 
literally thronged with persons of all ages and condi: 
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ons of life—from the gray-headed man to the prattling 
hild ; from the gentleman in high life to the poor slave. 
fost of the childrenand servants came as messengers, 
ringing notes from their parents or masters. These 
\otes were invariably couched 

m respectful, and often in 

neseeching, language. Several 

yvere {from poor widows who 

aad no money to buy books 

jor their children, but who 
lesired Testaments for them 

«o read at school. Another 
was from one of the ministers 
of the imperial government, 
asking for a supply for an 
entire school out of the city. 

“ Among the gentlemen who 
called in person were several 
yrincipals of colleges and 
many students of different 
ssrades, Versions in French, 
sand also in English, as well as 
FPortuguese, were sometimes 
idesired by amateur linguists. 
(We dealt out the precious 
:volumes according to our best 
jjudgment, with joy and with 
‘trembling. This being the 
‘first general movement of 
‘the kind, we were at times inclined to fear that 
‘some plan had been concerted for getting the 
books destroyed, or for involving us in some species 
of difficulty. These apprehensions were contradicted, 
however, by all the circumstances within our observa- 
‘tion; and all who came made their errand on the 
ground ofits intrinsic importance, and listened with 
deep attention to whatever we had time or ability to 
address to them concerning Christ and the Bible. 

“ Some instances of the happy and immediate effects 
of circulating the Bible came to our knowledge; but 
it is reserved for eternity to reveal the full extent of 
the benefit. While subsequently traveling in distant 
provinces, I found that the sacred volumes put in -cir- 
culation at Rio de Janeiro had sometimes gone before 
me, and wherever they went an interest had been 
awakened which led the people to seek for more.” 

Again, describing a voyage down the southern Bra- 
zilian coast, he writes: ‘‘The sea was smooth, the 
passengers were all upon deck, and the best of feeling 


pervaded the whole company. Wishing to profit by 


the occasion, I descended to my trunk and brought 
up a Portuguese Bible, which I offered toa passenger 
on the condition laid down in the rules of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society. Only a few moments elapsed ere 
Thad disposed of all the volumes of the Sacred Word 
which were at my convenience, and on every side my 
fellow-voyagers were reading with eagerness a book 
1ey had never seen before. Fromtimeto time I was 
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called on for explanations, and I was renewedly con- 
vinced of the freedom from bigotry which is a dis- 
tinguishing negative quality of the Brazilians, An 
officer of the imperial navy had just returned from the

Brazilian squadron at the river Plate, and, in seeking 
the bosom of his family at Santos, wished the Scrip- 
tures as a present for his children, and, when pur- 
chasing them, he remarked, ‘Though [| am forty-five 
years of age, I have never before seen a Holy Bible 
in a language which | could undérstand.’ ” 

In giving an account of his most interestiag visit to 
the house of a Roman Catholic priest in the province 
of Sao Paulo, he says: ‘On showing me his library 
—a very respectable collection of books—he distin- 
guished as his favorite work,Calmet’s Bible, in French, 
in twenty-six volumes. He had no Bible or Testa- 
ment in Portuguese. I told him I had heard that an 


edition was about to be published at Rio, with notes — 


and comments, under the patronage and sanction ot 
the archbishop. This project had been set on foot in 
order to counteract the circulation of the editions of 
the Bible societies, but was never carried into effect. 
He knew nothing of it. He had heard, however, that 
Bibles in the vulgar tongue bad been sent to Rio de 
Janeiro, as to other parts of the world, which could be 
procured gratis, or for a trifling consideration. Judge 
of the happy surprise when I heard from his lips 
that some of these Bibles had already appeared in 
this neighborhood, three hundred miles distant from 


our depository at Rio. His first remark was that he © 
- did not know how much good would come from their 
perusal, on account of the bad example of their — 
bishops and priests. I informed him frankly that I,

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was one of the”persons engaged in distributing these 
Bibles, and endeavored to explain the motives of our 
enterprise, which he seemed to appreciate.” 

Mr. Kidder further relates very interesting inter- 
views had with the Andradas, with Sefior Martin 
Francisco, president of the Provincial Assembly, and 
with Sefior Antonio Carlos,chairman of the Committee 
on Public Instruction, The latter presented to the 
Honorable Legislature, the Provincial Assembly of 
the Imperial Province ot Sao Paulo, a proposition in 
which the following occurs: 

“ Whereas, Having relations with the American Bible 
Society, located in New York, the fundamental object 
of which is to distribute the Word of God, without 
note or comment, in different parts of the world; and, 

“ Whereas, The new Testament of our Lord and Sa- 
viour Jesus Christ is a choice specimen of style, as 
well on subject historical as moral and religious, in 
addition to embodying the pure and sacred truths of 
our holy Christianity, the knowledge of which is of so 
high importance to every individual, bothas a human 
being and a member of society; and, 

“ Whereas, Having the most unlimited confidence in 
the philanthropic benevolence of said Society, and its 
willingness to co-operate for the good of this country, 
in common with all others, and especially in view of 
the happy relations existing between two prominent 
nations of the new world: therefore, I propose to 
guarantee, on the part of the said American Bible So- 
ciety, the free donation of copies of the New Testa- 
ment, translated into Portuguese by the Padre An- 
tonia Pereira de Figueiredo, in sufficent number to 
furnish every primary school in the province with a 
library of one dozen, on. the simple condition that 
said copies shall be feceived as delivered at the Cus- 
tom Housefof Rio de Janeiro and caused to be dis- 
tributed among, preserved in, and used by, the said 
several schools as books of general reading and in- 
struction for the pupils of the same. 

“With the most sincere desires for the moral and 
civil prosperity of the imperial province of Sao Paulo, 
the above proposition is humbly and respectfully sub- 
mitted. D. P. KippErR. 
“Oiry or SAO PAULO, February 15, 1839.” 


The following reply was given: 
“To Mr. KIppDER: 

“T inform you that the Legislative Assembly has re- 
ceived with especial satisfaction your offer of copies 
of the New Testament, translated by the Padre An- 
tonia Pereira de Figueiredo, and that the Legislature 
will enter into a deliberation upon the subject, the 
result of which will be communicated to you.

The Rev. James C. Fletcher writes: “I visited 
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Sao Paulo for the first time sixteen years after the 
events narrated above, and I found the same willing- 
ness manifested by all ranks of society in the recep: 
tion of the Word which my companion 1n authorship 
experienced there. I was thus enabled to diffuse very © 
many copies of Holy Writ. From time to time, in 
this pleasant portion of Brazil, I found much to ene | 
courage my labors among the humble and ignorant 
as well as among the more elevated and intelligent. — 
It was not less pleasing occasionally to trace the | 
working of the seeds of truth sown so many years | 
before by Dr. Kidder. I found that an eminent Bra- 
zilian had been won by the perusal of a Holy Bible to | 
become the earnest advocate of its circulation. Far 
in the interior of this province I met withtwo gen- 
tlemen who did not profess to be Christians, but who, 
as philanthropists, took a deep interest in the Bible — 
cause. One of them told me that a Brazilian came to © 
him a few days before with a Portuguese Bible, say- 
ing that he was so rejoiced to have the Bible in his 
own vernacular. ThisBible must have come either from 
my predecessor or from the stock left with an Amer- 
ican merchant in Rio de Janeiro. I was also informed 
by an English watchmaker at Campinas that he had 
met with a Brazilian who had in his possession a Por- 
tuguese Bible which he took pleasure in carrying with — 
him to the Roman Catholic church each Sunday.”’ 

The American Bible Society continued to make oc- 
casional consignments of Scriptures in this way to 
one person and to another in Brazil through a period — 
of about thirty years, until the year 1876,when the reg- — 
ular Agency was established. It would require con-— 
siderable time to go through the records at the Bible 
House to know just how many copies of Scriptures — 
the Society did send to Brazil from the beginning up ~ 
to the year 1876. There can be no doubt that the 
American Society distributed in Brazil some thou- — 
sands of copies of the Scriptures during that time. 
From time to time Bibles have been found about the — 
coast towns and far in the interior that were known ~ 
to have been distributed in Brazil before regular 
Agencies of either Bible Society were established. 7 

During the first period (of about twenty years from — 
1855 to 1876) of missionary effort, occasional consign- 
ments of Scriptures were made to the missionaries by 
the Bible Society. The copies of the Word then put 
into circulation, in addition to those distributed by 
merchants from time to time and by the Methodist 
pioneers from 1836 to 1842, were as seed sown in good 
soil. The results achieved in this way led to the es- 
tablishment of the regular Brazil Ageucy in 1876, 
through which aggressive, systematic colportage and 
Bible distribution have been carried on for thirty 
years; and in which time more than 550,000 copies of 
the Scriptures have been put into circulation. It. 
would be sate to estimate that the American Bible 
Society has caused to be circulated in Brazil at least 
600,000 copies of the Word of God. Now if we es- 


; 
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rmate that the British and Foreign Bible Society has 
weulated an equal number, and that the National 
lible Society of Scotland and others, together with 
iivate enterprises and efforts, have in various ways 
wiring these years furnished Gospel workers and 
2aders in Brazil 100,000 copies, we have a total of 
4300,000 copies of the Scriptures put into the hands 
*the Braziliaus up to the close of the year 1905, or at 
ae beginning of the Ninetieth Anniversary of the 
nmerican Bible Society. 

. A liberal estimate, based upon the last official cen- 
ius, give to Brazil, of her 18,000,000 inhabitants, about 
-000,000 who can read. If every copy of the 1,300,000 
rrculated had been preserved and was in use to-day , 
mere would still be 2,700,000 persons who can read 
1 Brazil without a copy of the Bible, to say nothing 
‘f the 12,000,000 who have no knowledge of letters as 
set. The mere mention of these figures is sufficient 
9 indicate the great work yet to be done before each 
eading inhabitant of the country may possess a copy 
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of the Scriptures. Substantial progress is being made 
in educating the masses, and an «ver increasing num- 
ber of the illiterate 12,000,000 is learning to read, so 
that a larger field opens up before the Society and a 
weightier responsibility rests upon the Brazil Agency. 

Figures cannot, and words can only in part, tell the 
whole story of the work done by the Bible Society’s 
employees as they have gone forth through this broad 
land for thirty years scattering the precious seed. 
The story has in part been written from time to time 
in the Bible Society Record, the annual reports from 
the Agency, the missionary periodicals, and other 
literature; but the final results can only be fully 
known in that Great Day when he who alone is 
worthy shall open that other book and loose the seals 
thereof, and the redeemed from Brazil shall join the 
ransomed hosts in saying, ““Unto him that sitteth on 
the throne, and unto the Lamb, be the blessing and 
the honor, and the glory’and the dominion, for ever 
and ever.”

PERSIA AND ITS BIBLE NEEDS. 

HE Rev. Fred. N. Jessup, Presbyterian Mis- 
sionary in Tabriz, writes as follows. All Pres- 
byterians will be specially interested, but we 

‘rust all who care for the old Bible land will care for 
ts needs also: 


I am extremely sorry to hear that there is so much 
jificulty in your work on the financial side. 
nope it will be possible for you to send us the same 
renerous grant of $200 which you have in the past, 
‘or this year we are in worse straits financially than 
‘ora good while. While the prospects and opportu- 
tities for work are unusually bright this year, espe- 
tially for work among Moslems, our station has been 
sut down some $500, and this when we were already 
jown to the bottom in our figures. Consequently we 
aardly know what we are to do. Though this is the 
best opportunity in our work for getting a real hold 
on the Armenian girls, and though this year there 
have been more applications, and from a better class 
of girls, than for years, it looks as though we should 
have to abandon the department or ‘else stop, practi- 
cally, all evangelistic touring for the rest of the year. 

Then there is the case of the pastor of the Tabriz 
Church. For years this has been the great need of 
the church—a native pastor to look after the flock 
and try to draw together the very different elements 
init. At last, this spring, as in answer to prayer, the 
man has been sent—an earnest, spiritua] man, with 
quite an ideal pastor’s wife. There is already a better 


spirit noticeable, and we are hoping for the beginning 


much greater things this year in the church life.

it meanwhile the request for a grant to help pay the ~ 


pastor’s salary has been refused, or rather we aretold | 
there is no hope of its being granted. 

I do not mean to complain, because, of course, we 
know that many fields are being thus forced to re- 
trench. But I should like you to see how we are 
situated. I fear it will not be possible for us to 
keep the Bible depot open or to pay its rent 
unless the American Bible Society can continue its 
grant to us of the $200 as in the past. I trust 
we shall not have to abandon our place in the 
bazaar, which we have had now for some twenty 
years, I believe. Possession is nine-tenths of the 
law in Persia, and it is hard for them to close a 
place so long open, but if we were forced to give it 
up ourselves because we could not pay the rent, it 
would be next to impossible again to secure as good 
a place, if any, for selling God’s Word in the bazaars. 

You will see that the number of Bibles and of Tes-. 
taments sold is greater than in the previous report, 
that of April, 1904. The total sold is less, owing to 
the much smaller number of portions which were dis- 
posed of. This is, I believe, chiefly because we have | 
not had the portions on hand to sell. As you will 
see from the enclosed request for a grant of Scrip- 
tures, we are greatly in need of portions of the Bible, 
especially in Azebaijan Turkish, and also in Persian _ 
and Armenian. In giving away Scriptures to Mo- 
hammedans or those who know little about the Bible, ~ 
it seems much wiser to give or ta sell a single Gos- 
pel, for then the person is much more apt to read and 
reread and really get the meaning. Then later one 
can give him another portion or a Testament. 

In the column “ Funds ” you will notice that more 
has been received from the sale of Scriptures than in ~ 
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either of the past two reports. You will also see that 
the item for salary of the agent in the depository is 
larger. This is due to the fact that at last we have a 
man regularly in charge to keep the room open all 
day throughout the year, whereas in the previous 
two years it had been irregular, often having to re- 
main closed the greater part of the week, and in the 
charge of schoolboys. 

As secretary of the annual meeting of the mission, 
I have the pleasant duty of conveying to you, and 
through you tothe American Bible Society, the action 
of the mission expressing our gratitude to the Society 
for its co-operation the past year in the distribution 
of God’s Word. This is a Moslem field, and, as you 
know, that means restriction and attempts in every 
way to hinder the spread of the gospe!; and yet there 
are many encouragements in this whole region. One 
thing is the growing desire for education, which is 
even showing itselfamong the Moslem girls. As the 
people take more interest in learning to read, they 
are glad to get hold of the Bible. And evena purely 
secular learning is striking at the roots of the old 
faith in falsehood. I wish I could write to you some 
of the incidents that have been brought up as we have 
reviewed the past year’s work, but, as you know, 
everything relating to work for or among Moslems 
has to be kept out of print lest it get back here and 
stop our work entirely. For instance, you notice in 
the annual statement a Bible and a Testament given 
away byahelper. This man is at work ina large 
town, and was quite boldly preaching Christ in the 
shops and among the people. This spring one of the 
officials had him arrested on the charge that he was 
preaching the gospel in the bazaars. They wished 
to fine him ten domans ($20). He had no money, and 
they refused to let him communicate with his friends. 
He told them he could not pay—that he had nothing 
to give them but God’s Word; so at last he was 
released on condition that he give the official a Bible 
and a Testament in Persian. So his punishment for 
spreading the gospel was an opportunity to put two 
copies in the hands of a Persian official ! 

During the month of Moharrem the people mourn 
the death of Husein, and memorial services are held 
daily, and the long traditional stories about him and 
other characters are sung or read, This year a 
young priest, who was planning to go out to the 
neighboring village to conduct such memorial serv- 
ices, took a copy of the Gospel of Luke with him 
and determined to read and preach to the people 
from that! I recently heard of another way in which 
the Bible was used in Persia. An ecclesiastic one 
day picked up a charm which a woman had just 
bought to wear on her arm, for the use of charms is 
well-nigh universal here. There is generally some 
writing or a prayer put into the charms and amulets. 
This one contained a part of a page torn from a Per- 
sian Bible, containing part of Matthew 27, telling of 


the crucifixion. The man, greatly impressed, in- 
quired until he found where he could get an entire 
Bible and read more about Christ. And thus this 
ecclesiastic became a follower of Jesus. | 

At present, while it may be very hard tor men to” 
come out openly for Christ here, and we do not have 
the opportunities for street and bazaar preaghing there 
are in India, yet there is a great chance to sow the 
Word, and it has found its way into many hearts and 
into very many houses, and some day we shall see 
the harvest. 


THE ARABIAN MISSION AT MUSCAT. — 
HE following report and minute have just 
reached us from the Mission of the Retormed_ 

Dutch Church atZBahrein in Arabia, and ac- 
companying it an account of the entrance of the Scrip= 
tures into the palace of the Sultan: 


For our annual report for 1905 we can say that we 
have good reason to feel encouraged. The total of 
Scripture sales are a little less than last year, owing 
to local and temporary conditions at one of our sta= 
tions, but good work has been down by our colpor- 
teurs, in some cases better, I think. They have borne 
persecution amounting to severe personal-injury, and 
have been faithful in commending the books they sell 
both in word and by deed. E 

Some hitherto unvisited territory in the interior 
has been traversed,and acquaintances and friends have 
been made at our central stations who will help us in 
annually extending the horizon of our effort. Our 
plans for the future include employing an increased 
number of colporteurs and the reaching of fields still 
untouched, praying and laboring that the Word may 
be brought nigh to every descendant of Ishmael 
Arabia.

The Entrance of the Scriptures into the Palace, — 
as Told by Muallim Yusuf Stephan. 


~ On one occasion when I was calling upon the Sultan. 


of Muscat, His Highness asked me if there were any 
prohibitions in the Christian religion such as there 
are in the religion of Islam. As I made affirmative 
nswer, I referred to some of the ten command- 
1ents and t to those of the sermon on the mount. | 
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Then one of*His*Highness’s clerks inquired of me 
if drunkenness was prohibited.* As I wanted to show 
him several verses of the Bible upon the said subject, I 
asked His Highness’s kind favor ot ordering someone 
to hand me the Holy Bible for this purpose, but the 
reply was given that there was no Bible in His High- 
ness’s library, and I had to quote the Scripture from 
memory. 

The next time I had occasion to go to the palace I 
put the gospel of St. Matthew in my pocket, intending 
to offer it to the clerk and ask him to read the won- 
derful sermon of our Saviour on the mount which con- 
tains the essence of practical Christianity, and in 
which the spiritual nature of the kiagdom of God is 
also shown. When I met the clerk I gave him the 
Gospel, asking him to read that sermon, which he at 
once began to do. Afterward we both went into the 
presence of His Highness, who, as soon as he saw a 
new book in the hand of his clerk, made inquiry about 
it, and was told that it was the book brought by me 
for him to read as an answer to his previous questions 
about the Christian religion. 

When I was going away the clerk started to return 
the book to me, but His Highness rebuked him, say- 
ing: ‘‘You all are shortsighted. As soon as you read 
inJany book anything that disagrees with your knowl- 
edge or creed you want to throw away that book ; but 
you are mistaken in doing this ; you had better read 
whatever book you are given and accept the right and 
true things you find therein and refuse the wrong 
things. And now you should keep this book and go 
through it.” 

I then availed myself of the opportunity and asked 
His Highness if there was any objection to my bringing 
a copy of the entire Arabic Bible to be read by the 
clerks and whoever wished to. The Sultan being 
willing, the next day I went to the Bible shop, and 
buying the best Bible there, I took it to the palace. 
His Highness accepted it gladly and put it in his 
library, where it is now. 

At one time afterward when I was there there was 
a debate about sacrifice, and I heard the Sultan say, 
‘There is the Bible; you can look it up for yourself” 

The above story, which was related to me the other 
days, shows how the Bible is looked upon as authori- 
tative even in the courts of Mohammedan rulers, and 
how well-directed offers by earnest Christians may 
place a permanent witness in the ‘‘high places.”

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injury to’the Bible work cuts at the root of all mis- 
sionary effort : 


This venerable Society,during almost a century, bas 
been a true benefactor of the entire race, through its 
great work of distributing among all nations so many 
copies‘of the sacred Scriptures. 

At the"present time this Society finds itself seriously 
embarrassed because of a lack of sufficient means to 
support its colporteurs and to continue the numerous 
Agencies it has established throughout the world. 
For this reason the Society has been obliged to unite 
the two Agencies of Puerto Rico and Cuba, including 
with them the island of Santo Domingo. The rep- 
resentative of the Agency is Dr. Donald McLaren, 
who has just established himself at Havana. 

In order that our readers may see the need which 
exists?of our rendering aid to the Society in this its 
hourYof necessity, we copy from a circular which Dr. 
McLaren has just issued to the missionaries in Cuba 
the following words. 

[What follows is an extract from the Financial State- 
ment of the Society as given in Bzble Society Record. | 

The circulation of the Word in Cuba until the pres- 
ent time has been chiefly by means of the colporteurs 
of the American Bible Society. Cubaisa debtor, and 
all of us who have received the precious Word of God 
through this instrumentality debtors. Weshould not 
be ungrateful toward our benefactor, but should ren- 
der help, when our help isso greatly needed. 

How? 1. Let an offering be made in all of our 
churches and sent tothe Havana Agency. 2. Wher- 
ever books belonging to the Society are on ‘deposit, 
let them be purchased in the name of the churches 
and the money remitted tothe Agency. 3. Since the 
Society has not sufficient means to employ colporteurs 
—there being but two now at work in Cuba—let the 
pastors and the members of the churches do all that is 
in their power to circulate the Holy Word of God. 


UNIVERSAL FITNESS OF THE BIBLE. 

HE Rev. J. Gaignaire, of the Paris Mission at 
Ambositra, Madagascar, writes to the monthly 
journal of the society about the remarkable 

revival which has been going on in his district since 
last September. After describing a meeting at which 
there was a great expression of confession and of 
prayer from all the people, he continues as follows: 
“When night fell a certain number of people left the 
church, but many remained who did not wish to go 
away. We had to bring lamps, and the meeting con- 
tinued. We had come into the church at two o’clock in 
the afternon—we lett it, with the last of the congrega- 
tion, at ten o’clock in the evening, after having heard 
a multitude of anguished souls who came to confess 
their sins, to ask our counsels and our prayers. 
“Great is the embarrassment sometimes of the sery-

ant of God who has to lead such a movement, but 
how wonderful is the aid which he receives in the 
time of need. What can one say, what can one give 
to so many people of different dispositions, of infin= 
itely diverse circumstances? The Word of God. 
What a magnificent arsenal of weapons to convince 
and to restrain! What an incomparable balm to con- 
sole and to strengthen repentant sinners in the grace — 
and the forgiveness of God! I had never seen this’ 
so Clearly before. Happy that servant of God who is 
mighty in the Scriptures. In this respect the two — 
native evangelists who are my fellow laoorers at Am=- 
bositra, and to whom I leave in great degree the 
leadership during this time of revival, have often” 
excited my astonishment and admiration. They have — 
gained a spiritual power which sometimes seems © 
irresistible. Placed before anxious or timid souls, or 
by the side of those who are wandering or who resist, — 
they always find in the Bible the appropriate argument, 
the decisive word, and this at the very instant when — 
they have need of it. This is ea a gift from 
God and a gift of very great price.” ‘ 


THE OLD MALAY VERSION IN THE ~— 


MOLUCCA ISLANDS. ¢ 
HE Dutch East Indies have beena missionary _ 
field during almost three centuries. The ear- 
liest efforts at evangelizing the people were — 
those of the state church of Holland, rather than of the 
Dutch Government, in the early years of the seven- 
teenth century. German and Dutch missionary socie-~ 
ties now carry on successful work in Celebes, Sumatra, 
Java, and many of the smaller islands. An agent of — 
the British and Foreign Bible Society recently visited 
Amboina, one of the smaller islands lying between 
Celebes and New Guinea. He found there, among a 
population of 267,000, about 80,000 Christians, under 
the care of ten Dutch missionaries and more than a 
hundred native helpers. These people have a high 
standing for manliness among the Molucca Islanders, 
the Dutch Government paying to Amboinese who 
enlist in the army four times the bounty paid to Java- 
nese and other Mohammedans. It is interesting to 
note that the Christians of Amboina have found their 
Christian nurture chiefly through the old Malay ver- 
sion of Dr. A. Leidekker. The women especially 
declared this old version to be far sweeter than mor 
recent translations. Dr. Leidekker commenced his 
translation of the Bible in 1685. He died in r7o1, 
having nearly finished the work. Petrus Van der 
Vorn was able to complete the translation the sam 
year, and it was published by the Dutch Government. 
Amboina is but one island out of many in the Mo: 
luccas where numbers of Christians are found—the 
wonderful fruit of the circulation of this old book dur- 
ing two hundred{years. The whole number of nati

DR. WRAGG AND HIS WORK. 

HE Rev. Dr. Wragg, our Agent for work among 
the colored people, has given us some foretaste 
of his annual report, in the shape of some let- 

*s from his colporteurs, which throws into striking 
tht the kind of colportage needed tor the people of 
;race. One of them writes as follows: 


{ have visited nineteen towns this year, and most of 
2 books I have sold went to homes where there was 
-t, and had never been, a Bible, Testament, or any 
‘rtion of the Bible, and doubtless there would never 
sve been had the American Bible Society not seen 
{to send out men to search for such homes. I feel 
(though I might have scattered more of the Word 
‘d I been financially able to travel more: I must 
mfess that I did not know until I left Atlanta to 
Immence my work for the Society that at my very 
sor the people knew so little about the Bible or had 
| little of it in their homes. You must be very patient 
‘th many of them while convincing them of the need 
i this blessed book ; but when you get them interested 
ey buy and are very proud of a five-cent Testament. 
‘Again, we find a large number of our people who 
¢ anxious for a Bible, but do not feel as though they 
suld afford to have one; but when they are told our 
tices they can hardly believe us, and must look the 
_ble through and through to see if it is like the one 
1 agent brought around at a much, yes, #wch higher 
‘ice. We are often able to put a Bible in the hands 

every person in that home, and prayers go up to 
m for the Society and for those who make it pos- 
ble for the Society to live. Oh, if those people who 
-e in a position to give to a worthy cause could only 
-e the great good that is being done in the south- 
nd by the Society they would surely open their 
2arts and purses in its behalf. 


A second has been busy with the convict gang in 
eorgia : 

I write this to let you know how happy it made me 
»goonyour errand. Thursday, December 2tst, was 
clear, cold day, and we rode eight miles by electrics, 
1en we had over two miles to walk, where we found 
1e prisoners working. It was just after dinner when 
e reached them, but the guard was kind and let us 
peak to a few of the younger ones. A friend urged 
1e to speak to all, but I had nothing better than the 
ord of God to say to them. The water boys were 
alled to empty the rags out of the rag boxes, and we 
ut in a Testament for each of the eighty unfortunates. 


We were near enough for the prisoners to look on, | 


nd each seemed grateful. The guard seemed to rev- 
rence the Word, and told the boys to help me to put 
em in the box carefully. We regretted not having 


i 


enough to leave one with the guard. He thanked us 
heartily for the books and said he knew they “ would 
do much good.” 

The average age of the prisoners is twenty-four 
years. The majority of them are in for petty misde- 
meanors. We left the Testaments with a prayer to 
God that he might give his Word success, 


Still a third seems much impressed with the willing- 
ness and even eagerness of his people for the Scrip- 
tures : } 


This Society leads the van in effective work among 
colored people of the South, as far as it has gone. 
Because it touches and effects the home life in such 
a way, the results are bound to be good. I am not 
discounting the work which is or has been done for 
my people by other agencies. 

I am safe in saying for my people, as far as I’ve 
gone, that they appreciate and seek the work of this 
Society as the women sought the hidden treasure. For 
instance, a gentlemen called the writer out of bed one 
night about eleven o’clock to buy a Bible. 

Not a few ask how the Society can afford to put up 
and sell such nice Bibles so cheap. When told the 
method of operation they are again surprised to hear 
that they have ever given a cent toward such a 
worthy cause—even preachers themselves, 

The masses of my people are woefully in need of 
Bibles. I’ve gone into homes where they say they 
never had a Bible; while others claim to have been 
without twenty or thirty years, which is equal to never 
having any. Such homes never let the work of this 
Society pass without buying according to their several 
needs. 

There seems to be a greater desire among my 


‘people for Bibles, both in the home, church, and 


school-room than ever before, as each use them very 
freely. 

By persistent ies and the hand of God leading, I — 
succeeded in selling eleven hundred copies in and 
around Salisbury, N.C., to counteract the other 
forces of sin. 

In Spencer, N. C., I entered a home in which there 
was a lady a hundred and nine years old. She, her 
daughter-in-law, and neighbors were the instig- 
ators of me selling eleven copies inthis one home 
before leaving it. The old lady bought two copies, 
giving one to her granddaughter and the other,to her 
son, with whom she lives, which, she told me fees re- 
sulted in his conversion. 

Taking a retrospect of the field TN together 
with the contents of this poorly expressed and badly 
written letter, I’m led to the conclusion that if the 
churches, as represented by the American Bible So- 
ciety, want to aid a worthy and much-needed cause, 
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to never withdraw its hand, but let it remain stretched 
out, and for the sake of the many homes of my people 
of the South, now without Bibles. 


AMONG THE CHEROKEE INDIANS. 


ISS M. ANNIE FULLERTON, of the Baptist 
Mission among the Cherokees, writes us 
apropos of a grant of Cherokee Testaments : 


Please accept my heartfelt thanks for the grant of a 
dozen Cherokee Testaments. I appreciate your kind- 
ness very much. It is a great pleasure for me to be 
able to put the Word ot God into the hands of these 
Cherokees, who accept it as God’s word without any 
criticism, One of my first duties, after opening the 
package of books, was to mail one of them to a young 
Cherokee whom I had the pleasure of pointing to 
Christ anumber of weeks ago. Speaking through 
my interpreter, his first request, atter deciding to be 
a Christian, was that I should send him a Cherokee 
Testament, so I was very anxious to comply with his 
wishes, for I urge those whom I instruct to read the 
Bible, telling them that the word of God is as neces- 
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sary to their spiritual growth as food is for theit 
bodies. 

I have a dozen of the Testaments ready to be taken 
to a church away outin the country when called for, 
whose order has been waiting for some time. 

My special work is to visit all the Baptist churches 
in the Cherokee nation, spend a week with each 
church, so that I may have an opportunity of visiting 
the homes and of becoming acquainted with the 
people, that in this way I may strive to lead them to 
Christ. My headquarters is at Tallaquah, the capital 
of the Cherokee nation, where I receive all my mail 
and remain a number of weeks during the coldei 
weather. I am also association director of the Wo: 
men’s Baptist Mission Societies in the Cherokee as: 
sociation. 

I am a graduate of the Baptist Missionary Training 
School of Chicago and commissioned by the Women’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Chicago. 

Your kindness in helping me so much in my work 
by your timely gift led me to tell you something of 
the nature of my work, thinking that it might be of 
interest to you. 

Thank you for your kindness.

HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held in the Bible House Thursday, Febru- 
ruary I, 1906, Mr. James Wood, Vice-President 

‘the Society, in the chair. 

‘The Rev. Dr. James F. Riggs read part of the tenth 
napter of the Gospel of John and offered prayer. 
, Among other items of business were the following: 
letter was adopted to be sent by the Secretaries to 
| 1the ministers of the evangelical churches of Greater 
eew York calling their attention to the immediate 
iad imperative need of the Society, and, as an illus- 
fation of its need and the injury wrought in the 
iission field by the diminution in its receipts, send- 
ag each minister a copy of a letter from the Rev. Dr. 
fenry H. Jessup, of Beirut, Syria, in which he de- 
cribes the proposed reduction in our annual appro- 
‘tiation for the printing of the Arabic Bible as a 
salamity. 

Forty-eight grants of books were made in the do- 
nestic field amounting to $253, the most of these 
“eing to missions and Sunday schools in various 
arts of the country. Among them were a grant to 
he Woman’s Executive Committee of the Board of 
Jomestic Missions of the Reformed (Dutch) Church ; 
o the United States General Hospital at Fort Bay- 
rd, N. M., and to the military stations in New York 
iarbor in behalf of soldiers. 

The Secretaries were authorized to employ the 
ev. Jay C. Goodrich, formerly Agent for the Society 
n the Philippines, for a period not exceeding two 
nonths, to represent the Society before the Methodist 
‘hurches in the State of Virginia. 

The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
nents to Foreign Agencies during the month of Jan- 
lary under previous appropriations: To the Japan 
Agency, 587 volumes, value $127.06; to the Mexico 
Agency, 3,177 volumes, value $782.72. Total, 3,764 
olumes, value $909.78. 

‘The issues trom the Bible House for the month of 
anuary were 79,977 volumes.
